John Moisant Has Been Captured 
by Salwador — Alleged Moisant 
Has Been Plotting for Some. 
time—Zelaya Bent on 
New President for 
Salvador.

Mexico City, Memico, June !2.—Salva- 
dor, with a force of regular troops, to- 
Gay defeated a body of revolutionists of 
Nicaragua, who, yesterday, captured the 
port of Acatjutla, and who later at- 
tempted to move on the Salvadorean 
capitol. The invading .forces were 
driven back to Acajutia, and are now 
making a stand there. 

The battle was fought near the town 
of Sonsonate, which the invaders 
endeavored to capture. Sonsonate, 
which is well garrisoned, is about 
twelve miles from Acajutla, on the 
Salvadorean railroad, whith con- 


nects the port of Acajutila with the cap- 
fitol of the republic. As soon as the in- 
vading forces entered the harbor @hey 
easily took possession of the town, which 
was poorly defended. They they seized 
a train, which happened to be at the 
terminus of the road at the time, and 
swiftiy moved an to Sonsonate. 

Meanwhile Pfesident Figueroa had 
heard of the capture of Acajutla, and 
troops were rushed: by special train 
from the capitol to Sonsonate. Dur- 
ing the night, the invaders surrounded 
the town, attacking it this morning, 
with the result above stated. 


American Citizen Lead Invaders. 


Not the least fnteresting part of the 
whole incident isthe fact that an Ameri- 
can citizen is said to have been the pro- 
moter and leader of the move. He is 
John Molisant, a wealthy sugar planter, 
who formerly resided In San Francisco, 


@alb,.and who is now a prisoner in the 


artillery garrison at San Satvador. It is 
said that he will later be tried by the 
Salvadorean government. Moisant is 
ore of four brothers. who, besides own- 
ing one of the richest sugar plantations 
in Central America, possesses considera- 
ble property in San Francisco, Cal. 
Fred Motisant, another’ brother, is 
president of the Nationa! bank, of Sal- 
vador, and up to this time has never 
been arrested by the Salvadorean author- 
fties. About a month ago John = and 
George Mojisant are said to have entered 
into a conspiracy with General tmsca- 
lon, a brother of former President Jose 
Piscalon, whereby a revolution was to 
be started with the idea cf making Gen- 
eral Poteraio Escalon president. Accord- 
ing to the story, widely current in Sal- 
vador, the officers of the garrison at 
Sonsonate were bribed, and on the day 
set for the capturing the town § the 
coffee given to the troops was doctored. 
Betrayed by Bribed Officer. 


One of the bribed officers notified the 
president of the plot, and George and 
John Moisant were captured and im- 
prisoned, as were their § followers. 
Through the efforts of the brother, who 
heads the National bank, and who threat- 
ened to ask the aid of the United 
States, the men were finally releaesd. 

Later the Salvadorean government 
claims to have learned of a junta which. 
they declare, was composed of a United 
States consul, the Moitssant Brothers 
Colonel Felipe Fernandez, a Nicaraguan 
BpY, an agent of President Zelaya, ani 
numerous exiles from the various Cen- 
tral American countries. 

John Moissant, it Is alleged, endeavored 
to become mayor and commandante of 
Sonsonate, but failing in this, he was ap- 
pointed American vice consul. The 
American consul, who appointed him, 
#* no longer in the service, having been 
charged with aiding Felipe Fernandez, a 
member of the alleged junta, to send 


_ messages to President Zelaya, of Nica- 


ragua. 
Beautifual Girls Involved. 

Since the unearthing of this alleged ev- 
fidence by the government, the whole 
Moissant family; including two beautiful 
girls, have been kept under the closest 
surveillance. It is said the sisters have 
been trying to leave the country for

San Frgncisco, Cal., June 1!2.—When 
the Schmitz trial was resumed today 
with Abraham Ruef on the stand, court 
overruled the objection of the defense to 
the question that was pending when 
court adjourned yesterday. 

The question was: 

“Did you, in January, 1908, in the 
house at 2849 Fillmore street give this 
defendant, WBugene Schmitz, $2,500 in 
currency?” 

Ruef replied in the affirmative. 

Ruef said when he gave the $2,500 to 
Schmitz he told the mayor ft was his 
(Schmitz’s) share of the $5,000 that had 
been received from the French restau- 
rants. Ruef testified that he had in 
1906, given to Schmitz $1,800, 
telling the mayor that the French res- 
taurant keepers had paid a second iIn- 
stallment amounting to $3,000. 

Judge Dunne’s temporary court room 
today was crowded to its capacity, as it 
was recognized that this was the cru- 
cial day of the trial. It was expected 
that Ruef’s answer to the question as 
to whether he had or had not given the 
$2.500 to Mayor Schmitz would practi- 
cally decide what the verdict of the 
jury would be, and for that reason, the 
inferest of the big crowd of spectators 
was intense. 

Ruef looked pale and a trifle apprehen- 
sive as he took the witness stand. He 
had himself apparently wéTl under con- 
trol, however. Schmitz looked better, 
and seemed in better sptrits that at any 
time since the trial began. 

The argument as to the admissibility 
of the pending question was brief, and 
ended against the defense.

INDIGNATION HIGH AT TOKIO

A Trial Affair. 

San Francisco, Cal. June 1!2.—Refer- 
‘Ting to the alleged attack on a Japan- 
‘ese horticulturist at Berkeley, Thomas 
G. Walker, representing the Japanese 
Association of American States, that it 
was a trivial affair.

Business Men of Crescent

DEMAND MADE FOR $6:000 
RANSOM BY KIDNAPERS 


Little Walter Lamana, Eight Years 
Old, Kidmaped af New Orleans, 
and the Whole City Takes 
Steps Against the 
‘Black Hand.’’ 


New Orleans, June 12.—Official cog- 
nizance that a dangerous Black Hand 
organization exists in New Orleans was 
taken today by the Progressive Union, 
the most influential commercial body 
in the city, comprising a membership 
of nearly 2,000 business men. 

President Codchaux, of the union, is- 
sued a call to members to’ attend a 
mass meeting tonight which had been 
called by wealthy New Orleans Ital- 
lans in protest against the Black Hand. 
This call was precipitated by,the sup- 
posed kidnaping of 8-year-old Walter 
Lamana, last Saturday night, and the 
subsequent demand for $6,000 ransom 
from his father, a well-to-do Italian 
undertaker. 

Mr. Lamana went yesterday to Ken- 
ner, La., ostensibly to pay the ransom 
money and obtain his boy. He return- 
ed alone. 

President Godchaux said that no 
home in New Orleans would be safe 
if outrages recently perpetrated here, 
presumably by the Black Hand, were 
not stopped. He appointed a commit- 
tee to work with the police and Ital- 
ians. 

Several years ago New Orleans was 
the scene of such serious Italian disor- 
ders that it is proposed to run no risk 
of their recurrence. 

Recently several small acts of vio- 
lence have led to @ suspicion that a 
Black Hand or similar society is re- 
viving activity. 

At tonight's meeting about twenty of 
the. city’s. wealthiest Italians were con- 
stituted a comm ittee of publicity and 
protectiong Their objects “to “indace 
their ocuntrymen to reveal whatever the.- 


know of crime of any sort, and to pro- 
tect those who give such information. 
The committee will act in conjunction 
with the police. 

Before the meeting a statement had 
been issued by several Italians declar- 
ing. that the Lamana boy's captors were 
known to them ang that unless he was 
delivered safely to his father a; 7 o'clock 
tonight armed men would take him and 
drag his captors to prison. At the mee-- 
ing, however, all speeches favored strict 
good order, and up to a late hour tonighr

This was in the na- 
ture of instructions to the governor, in 
case of appointment only. 

The last state comvention adopted a 
plank to defeat this.provision to the ef- 
fect that the appointment thus advised 
would be effective @ply unti' the next 
regular or adjourned session of the leg- 
islature, having that*body to select with- 
out regard to the nominations. 

As the legislature will reassemble July 
9, and congress is not in session, there 
are many who believe that Governor 
Comer will not appoint at all, holding 
that there is no obligation to do so where 
there is no necessity for filling the va- 
cancy before the convening of the legis- 
lature. 

Not to Comer’s Liking. 

The primary instructions plan was not 
to the liking of the governor, and he 
may be expected to give it no more con- 
sideration than he feels he is bound to qo, 
In that case the fight may be wide open 
before the legislature, and half a dozen 

nen are expected to get into the race.

MULES CAUGHT

Their Launch Was -Run Down 
by a Steamer, 


DRAGGING FOR THE BODIES 


— 


Hats of Several Seamen Have Been 
Brought to the Surface—Victims 
Were Caught in a Canvas. 
Covered Craft and Had 
No Way of Escape. 


Norfolk, Va., June !2.—A report came 
ashore from the warships at the exposi- 
tion grounds this afternoon to the ef- 
fect that a piece of canopy, presumably 
a piece of the covering of the ill-fated 
lyaunch of the batleship Minnesota, which 
was lost Monday night with eleven men, 
had been brought from the water's depth 
by the battleship Alabama’s laaznch. 

Dragging in the roads is in progress, 
and it was while engaged in this search 
that the piece of canopy was brought up. 
Divers will be sent down at the spot 
where the piece of canopy was found. 

Hats Brought to Surface. 

The hats of several seamen have been 
brought to the surface. They bear no 
marks, but are supposed to have be- 
longed to the seamen aboard the launch. 
Officers coming ashore from the fleet this 
afternoon saig the missing men had been 
given up as lost. One report today was 
that: the Minnesota's launch was run 
down by a tug and coal barge. which the 
former was towing. The report did not 
give the name of the tug or the barge. 

It was said, however, that the tug 
stopped in the roads immediately follow- 
ing the accident, but finding no trace of 
Pthe object which had been struck or any 
sign of life or anything in the water, 
resumed its course with the coal barge in 
tow. 

The ipresumption is that the launch, a 
small craft, sunk’ at once in the dark- 
mess of the stormy night, the eleven: oc- 
eupants being caught in their. canvas- 
covered craft with no possible way of 
escape ang carried to. the bettom, drown- 
ing like rats in a trap. 

No Hope for Missing Men. 

Washington, Juné 12.—A dispatch ‘from 
Read Admira] Evans requesting that the 
next of kin be informed that the six mid- 
shipmen and five men of the ‘warshtp 
Minnesota previously reported as miss- 
ing, were ‘undoubtedly drowned, was 
made public at the navy department to- 
day.

Washington, June 1!2.—Secretary Wil- 
son again was on the witness stand today 
in the trial of B. H. Holmes, Jr. He was 
questioned further concerning his alleged 
promises to suppress information given 
him at the time of Holmes’ dismissal 
from the service of the agricultural de- 
partment. Regarding the formal state- 
ment given out by the witness at the 
times, Holmes was dismissed. Secretary 
Wilson said he did not make the state- 
ment which was signed by him, but that 
it was the report of the secret service 
people who investigated the Holmes case. 
He declared that he had made no ar- 
rangement or pledge with Broker Van 
Riper for the suppression of names. 

Mr. Worthington uasKxed the witness 
why he hag given the secret service re- 
port to the public to the prejudice of Mr. 
Holmes. 

Thought People Ought to Know. 

The secretary replied: 

“I thought the American people had a 
right to the report.’’ 

Mr. Worthington then turned his at- 
tention to what he charged to be Mr. 
Wilson’s violation of his own rules in the 
matter of prematurely giving out infor- 
mation and in support of his theory 
quoted am interview given out by the sec- 
retary last fal! in regard to the prospect- 
ive production of macaroni wheat.

EX-LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 
MIXED IN KIDNAPING PLOT 


Orchard Says He Was Urged Te 
Steal Son of Rich Miner by David 
Coates, Formerly Lieutenant 
Govewznor of Colorado. 

Cross Examinationis 
Down to Steunen., 
berg Murder. 


Boise, Idaho, June !2.—The defense to- 
day carried the examination of Harry 
Orchard down to the actual crime charged 
against William D. Haywood, the mur- 
derer of former Governor Frank Steun- 
enberg. The Steunenberg crime was 
reacheq at midday, and counsel for the 
defense directeg their efforts to an at- 
tempt to cloud the earlier purposes and 
movements of Orchard with uncertainty 
and indefiniteness. 

Then they emphasized the abandonment 
of all effort to kill after Orchard first 
tracked Steunenberg to a hotel in Bolse, 
and with a skeleton key and gained en- 
trance to the room in which the governor 
was living. Jere they delayed for a 
moment to prove. that Orchard twice 
wrote and once telephoned to Bill Baster- 
ly at Silver City to urge him to come 
and join in the crime, and the direct 
implication was that Orchard was ei- 
deavoring to inveigle another federation 
man into the crime which would bring 
discredit and dishonor to the organiza- 
tion. Then the witness was carried over 
his long journey into North Idaho, and 
his crimes there, including a plea to kid- 
nap and hold for ransom Paulson's child, 
were empuasized. 

Orchard Involwes Ex-Governor,. 

Orchard swore that David Coates, for- 
merly lieutenant governor of Colorado, 
and tater a publisher“te-4¥e@@e, Idaho, 
first suggested the kidnapping to Pettli- 
bone and himself at Denver. Pavlson, 
once a poor miner, had made a fortune 
in the Hercules mine, in which Orchard 
held as interest when the property was 
not paying; and it was thought that if 
his children were stolen he “would come 
through with $50,000 or $60,000 ransom.”’ 
Orchard said that when he went to North 
Idaho he got Jack Simpkins to enter the 
plot, and together they went to Coates 
to renew the scheme. 

Coates was asked to stand wp, and 
Orchard said he was the man. Orchard 
was then askeq whether he had not him- 
self proposed the crime to Coates, who 
immediately rebuffed him, and whether 
Jack Simpkins had not warned Paulson, 
the minute he heard of the plot. Orchard 
denied both suggestions, and reiterating 
his first story, he insisteg that Coates 
had consented to stay in the plot and 
handle the money they hoped to get from 
Paulson. 

Pawning, Borrowing Stealing. 

Then the defense showed the witness 
in the commission of a series of crimes, 
and reduced to po\ pb in which he had 
to resort to pawning borrowing and 
stealing to live for a long period. 

First he pawned jewelry or guns for 
$25 or $30. Then he accepted the hos- 
pitality of Paulson's home, while he 
was planning to steal Paulson's child. 
After that, with Jack Sim ‘Ains, he 
broke into the Oregon Railway and

Philadelphia, June 12.—The suit of 
the United States government against !

today in the United States circuit court 
in this city. The defendants are the 
Reading Company, the Philadelphia 
and Reading Company, the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railway Company, Delaware, Lack- 
awafina and Western railroad, Central 
Railroad Company of New Jersey, Erie 
Railroad Company, New York, Susque- 
hanna and Western Railroad Company, 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron Company, Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company, Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
Company, Hillside Coal and Iron Com> 
pany, New York, Susquehanna and 
Western Coal Company and the Tem- 
ple Iron Company. The railroads have 
until the first Monday in August to 
make an appearance in the case and 
until the first Monday in September to 
file an answer or a demurrer to the 
proceedings. 


Opening Move of Great Contest.

STAR WITNESS 
WA A CONVICT 


Testimony Not as Damaging 
as Was Expected, 


WAS NOT SURE OF IDENTITY 


— 


Arthur Waller, a Convict, Was Gov. 
ernment’s Star Witness Against 
Sheriff Shipp Yesterday—Did 
Not Prove All They 
Wanted by Him. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June !2.—On the 
, tatre day of the investigation of the 
charge of contempt of the United 
States supreme court by Sheriff Shipp, 
Arthur Waller, a convict now doing 
time for manslaughter, was the prin- 
cipal witness. He testified as to a con- 
versation with a day jailer on the day 
of the lynching, which, it is charged, 
should have been prevented. Two other 
witnesses were called, their evidence 
being unimportant. 

Waller the Star Witness. 

Arthur Waller was the star witness 
today in the case of contempt of the 
United States supreme court against 
Sheriff? J. F. Shipp. Waller killed Dr. 
Fenalson, in this county, and is serving 
a term of two years at Brushy Moun- 
tain min2s for voluntary manslaughter. 
He was brought to Chattanooga for the 
purpose of testifying in this case. 

If the rumors preceding the testimony 
of Waller are correct, the government 
did not prove all that they hoped to 
by him. It was rumbdred and published 
in the papers that the attorneys hoped 
to bring out the fact that there was 
a conspiracy between some of the dep- 
uties and members of the mob to ar- 
range matters so that they could easily 
get at Ed Johnson. However, Waller 
could tell nothing about the arrange- 
ments on the floor where the negro was 
confined, nor could he identify any of 
the mob, though he heard voices and 
saw figures of the men composing it. 

A conversation which is alleged to 
have taken: place between George 
Brown, who was day jailer at the coun- 
ty jail when the lynching of Johnson 
occurred, and John Roach, who is now 
serving a term at Brushy Mountain on 
a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses, was the chief matter 
brought out in his testimony. 

Waller testified that either on the aft- 
ernoon of the lynching or the day pre- 
ceding, Roach had asked Captain 
Brown at the entrance to the floor 
which they were occupying whether 
Ed Johnson was to be lynched that 
night, and that Brown had replicd: 

“I don’t Know, but it looks pretty 
warm outside.” 

Waller also stated that Harry Fitz- 
simmons, who was in jail at that time 
on the charge of murder, had been oc- 
cupying a cell on the floor where 
Johnson was confined and that Fitz- 
simmons had been removed to the 
lower floor several times. 


Seat for Districi Artorrey. 


John Roach .was brought into the 
testimony throughout. It developed 
that Roach, who is said to be _ the 
sharpest sort of a fellow, was cher- 
ishing nopes of getting his freedom, 
and that while the two were confined in 
the jail at Knoxville awaiting the rul- 
ing of the supreme court, on _ their 
cases, Roach had sent for District At- 
torney J. R. Penland, and had told him 
about the conversation with Jailer 
Brown. Mr. Penland did not talk with 
Waller at that time, but later went to 
Brushy Mountain to see him, and at 
that time secured a written statement. 

Waller admitted that he knew Roach 
had been rendered infamous by the 
crime that he had committed and so 
could not testify, and he also knew 
that if the alleged conversation was 
to be repeated in court, he himself 
would have to do it. Though Roach 
had hoped to get out, Waller stated 
that he had no expectancy of freedom 
or any other reward for testifying in 
the case. 

A number of other witnesses were ex- 
amined, but little evidence of conse- 
quence was adduced. In asking for 
adjournment till tomorrow morning, 
Mr. Penland stated that there would be 
three more witnesses for the govern- 
ment and that he would finish with 
them tomorrow morning.

Certelyou Explains That the Gov- 
ernment Wants the Money in 
Order to Redeem the Four 
Per Cent Funded 
Loan of 1907. 


Washington, June !2.—The secretary of 
the treasury today issued a call for the 
return to the treasury by July !0 next 
of $30,000,000 of government funds now 
On deposit in certain depositary banks 
throughout the country. The following 
is the text of the call: 

“The outstanding residue of the 4 per 
cent funded loan of 1907, which, on the 
first of July, will amount to about $36,- 
000,000, was called for redemption by the 
circular of April 2, 1907. 

“To provide for the redemption bonds, 
the secretary of the treasury has called 
upon certain depositary banks throughout 
the country for return to the treasury of 
about $30,000,000, which they received 
as special deposits September 27, 1906, 


the money so called for to be deposited 
on or before the !0th of July next. As 
a considerable portion of the 4 per cent 
bonds maturing will have been presented 
for redemption by the !J0th of July, the 
surrender of these deposits at that date 
can be effecteq without causing any 
financial disturbance.”’

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HUGHES. VETO OF IF TWO-CENT RATE. 


There was, doubtless, no small amount of surprise at Governor Hughes's 
veto of the bill instituting a flat rate of 2 cents per mile on all railroads in 


New York state more than 150 miles in length. 


In the light of current New 


York and national] political history it was naturally to be supposed that a 
measure of this sort would receive the executive sanction, particularly in a 
state so densely populated and wherein railroads are presumed, even at 
rates below the average of those in other states, to earn more than a rea- 


sonable competency. 


However, Governor Hughes’s purposes and motives cannot be questioned. 
He has just approved the well-known public utilities bill, which is among the 


most drastic. of recent measures dealing 


with quasi-public corporations. 


His action, therefore, was evidently based upon a belief chat while the meas- 
ure was justified as to some, perhaps 4 majority, of the railroad corporations 
involved, there were others upon which it would-be too great a burden. 
Governor Hughes takes the position that injustice on the part of railroads 
towards the public does not justify injustice/on the part of the state towards 
the railroad corporations, a position similar to that elaborated by President 
Roosevelt in his recent Indianapolis speech. The legislative investigation, 
he says, was net sufficient in extent nor did it go deeply enough into statis- 
tics of earning power and operating expenses to permit of a fair conclusion. 
Legislative investigations,are too often of this superficial-character, chiefly 
because a legislature has to deal with so many matters that those involving 


extensive inquiry rarely, if ever, get 


precedent to decisive or radica] action.

Chemists Convene, 


REGULAR MEETING AT TECH 


American Chemical Society, Georgia 
Section, Will Meet in Atlanta at 
the Technological Lab. 
oratory on Satarday, 

June 15. 


When the regular meeting of the Geor- 
gia section of the American Chemica) 
Society is held in Atlanta at the chemi- 
cal laboratory of the Georgia Tech, 
which will be on Saturday, June 15, one 
of the most distinguished visitors from 
out of the state, and yet no stranger 
to Georgia, will be Dr. Charles Herty, 
now a professor at the University of 


North Carolina. 
At this session of the society he will 


make an address to the members on the 


subject of “The Oleo Resins,” a gubject 
with which he is probably more fa- 
rhiliar than any other man in the south. 

Dr. Herty was for a number of years 
a teacher of chemistry at the University 
of Georgia, and while a resident of 
Athens was one of the best liked men 
of that city. He wag popular because of 
a certain magnetism, which drew every 
one to him, whether he tried to make 
friends or not. 

He was more than a friend-maker, 
however. Dr. Herty was then and is now 
a brilliant worker in his line. Of such a 
character was his work in the turpen- 
tine field that he attracted the attention 
of the United States government service 
and was offered two positions by gov- 
ernment departments. He hesitated for 
some time as to which one he should 
take. 

He had noticed for a long time the 
great waste in the turpentine business. 
When a tree was stripped for its tunpen- 
tine the death of that part of the 
earth’s vegetation inevitably followed. 
Dr. Herty’s idea was to save the tree 
and get the product too. This he found 
a way of doing by inventing another 
kind of apparatus by which to get the 
turpentine.

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ACTION OF LEGISLATURE 
MAKES ANNEXATION EASY 


ra ECENTLY Chairman Frank P. 
R Rice, of the water board, proposed 


to annex DeKalb to Fulton coun- 
ty. Two days ago citizens of three 
districts in DeKalb filed a petition with 
Ordinary J. R. Wilkinson to be annexed 
to Fuiton. 

Innocently enough these districts bore 
the neighborhood names of long years’ 
standing, and as one of these was Cross 
Keys, in the extreme upper edge em- 
bracing Silver Lake, the fact, escapes the 
general public that one of these embraced 
Decatur. 

This fact was related by an Atlanta 
eftorney at the court house yesterday. 
The annexation was sought through the 
old mode provided in the code, where 
two-thirds of the grand juries of each 
county must each vote for the change, 
which must then be ratified. by the re- 
spective county boards of the counties 
effected. 

If Decatur, Exdigewood and Kirkwood 
desire to come into Atlanta and also 
become a part of Fulton county, there is 
a far easier way to accomplish this end 
than by the plan now being pursued. 

The last legislature passed a general 
law. enacted especially for the benefit 
of Winder, it is said, which simplifies 
the solution wonderfully. This law was 
approved August 7, 19C6. Under its pro- 
visions all Edgewood, Kirkwood and 
Decatur would have to do would be to 
annex to Atlanta. Then Atlanta could 
do the rest. 

That would throw the city limits of 
Atlanta in two counties—Fulton and De- 
Kalb—just ds Winder Is in three coun- 
ties—Jackson, Walton and Gwinnett. 
Then all that would be necessary — for 
Atlanta, as a municipality, 
be to vote that she desired her city 
limits wholly within Fulton county, and 
the thing would be accomplished.

Roswell, but it failed there, the supreme 
court holding that Roswell was wholly 
within Cobb county, and, therefore, this 
law was not applicable in her case. 

It doesn’t apply to Atlanta now, but 
would if these three came in, as that 
would throw her city Iimits in two coun- 
ties, and she could vote to have it in 
either one alone. Very simple, to we 
sure. 

This new law provides that where a 
municipality of more than 500, whose 
limits extend into more than one coun- 
ty, and they desire to be wholly with- 
in the’ limits of one county only, may 
effect the change as follows: 

That the municipality may submit the 
questiOn to the qualified voters of such 
town or city, at a general or special 
election, as to which county they wish 
to be included in. This election must 
be advertised once a week for four 
weeks in the sheriff's organ in each of 
‘the counties involved. 

This election can not be held earlier 
ithan thirty days after the first notice. 
'The election must be held under the 
| Same regulations as for members of the 
| Beneral assembly. The voter is given 
ithe option as to whether he desires the 
|change, and also as to which of the ad- 
jacent counties he desires the municipal- 
‘ity included in. 

| If there is a majority for any one 
|county, the mayor and clerk of the 
‘town or city, within thirty days, must 
'eertify this result to the ordinaries or 
county boards of such counties, and 
then the municipal and ‘county author- 
| ities are directed to proceed to readjust 
,and change the county lines according- 
lly, descriptions and maps of the changed 
‘line to be filed in the clerk's office of 
leach county. After this change has been 
{published once a week for four weeks it 
! becomes the established line. 

Thus it will be seen that Edgewood, 
Kirkwood and Decatur can come _ into 
Atlanta and Fulton county without con- 
sulting the rest of DeKalb if they so de- 
sire.

Friction Between Detectives 
and Judge Has Blown 
Over. 


Now that Judge Calhoun has made it 
Plain why Upchurch was not sentenced 
when convicted of vagrancy, and why 
the last case against Charlie Jones was 
held up pending good behavior, the city 
detectives are satisfied, and the threat- 
ened friction between the sleuths and 
the judge will blow over. 

It seems that the police board, at its

New Equipment for Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic 
Railroad. 


Announcement was made Wednesday 
morning by Vice President and General 
Manager George Dole Wadley that the 
entire system of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham & Atlantic Railroad will shortly 
be equipped with the telegraphone. 
What has heretofore beei an experi- 
ment with two southern roads but has 
worked out on a practical and success- 
ful basis by the largest roads of the 
north and east will be put into daily 
use by the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
lantic, the newest and most progressive 
road in the south. 

The telegraphone along the lines of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic has 
already been completed between  La- 
Grange and Oglethorpe, a distance of 
100 miles. The train's crews and oper- 
ators are able not only to send tele- 
graphic messages, but to talk over the 
wires at the same time, the one not in- 
terfering with the other. In addition to 
this every passenger and freight train 
is equipped with a telephone and can 
make connections with the wires from 
any place on the lines. All that is nec- 
essary is to get out a little pole, very 
much resembling a jointed fishing rod, 
on the end of which ig a little hook. 


forming a circuit, so that the members 
of the train crew can talk to LaGrange, 
Chaybeate, Talbotton or Oglethorpe. 
This device will be of speciaY advan- 
tage in case of accident, or in case of 
anything happening to an engine or one 
of the cars.

The larger and 
more importait roads of the east have 
ueed the telegraphone for some time 
with most satisfactory results.
